CARDINAL McCABE REFUSES PO- 
LIOS PROTECTION. 



London, May 22.— In cnmnioiw Glad- 
stone, replying to the member for county 
•». Kilkenny, .stated he had .seen the reso- 
lution of Irish judges against suppression 
of trial by jury, but he was bound to say 
government had eurefully considered the 
mutter before the resolution was framed, 
and the repression bill contains their de- 
liberate conclusions. 

Gladstone moved second reading nf the 
arrears bill. The house was very crowd- 
ed when he made his motion. Gladstone 
said it was impossible t'i compel people 
to borrow; therefore, money supplies by 
the ■government must be a gift. He 
stated that there were 085,000 tenants in 
Ireland paying under .')0 percent of (!rif- 
lith's valuation of ihe'land. Of these 
200,000 were excluded from tho benefit 
of the land act by being in arrears. This, 
he said, must be remedied. He admitted 
that the proposal was extraordinary, but 
so was the condition uf Ireland. 

Forster testified to the general leniency 
of landlords of Ireland, though there 
were individual cases of hardship. lie 
said it would be of interest to landlords 
to reduce the number of tenants. If poor 
tenants got a fair start they would bo- 
come fewer and better off, and wretched- 
ness would no longer furnish an cxctiBe 
for agitation. He believed that many 
landlords would accept a small compen- 
sation from tenants in order to get the 
government's grant. He strongly favored 
the grant takilig the form of a gift. 

At a meeting of the Irish parliamen- 
tary party to-day, Parnell presiding, the 
secretary was directed to telegraph all ab- 
aentees to at tend Bessions of the house to 
oppose the repression bill. Parnell, Hex- 
ton, Healy, Leahy and Dillon were ap- 
pointed a committee to draft amendments 
to tho bill. This signifies strenuous re- 
sistacco on tho part ol the Irish mem- 
bers. 

William Marions, a German compositor, 
and tho printer of tho Socialist paper 
Freilirit, is arrested, and was arraigned 
(or publishing a scandalous and seditious 
libel concerning tho murders of Caven- 
dish and Burko, and thereby encouraging 
persons to commit murder. The police 
seized the issue of the Frtiheit. Au- 
ditor warrant is issued against John 
Neuer, an active Socialist, engaged on the 
t'reiheit. 

Derby betting stands 25 to 1 against 
(lerald, and Sachem 1(J to 1. Coupled 
they sell 9 to 1. 

A dispatch from Berlin states that ne- 
gotiations between Prussia and the Vati- 
can have advanced rapidly the last few 
days, and them is every hope for a satis- 
factory settlement by the middle of June. 

Cardinal McCabe indignantly declines 
police protection. 

St. Pethksbuko, May 24.— Regulations 
agreed upon by the council of ministers, 
and approved by the Emperor, provide 
that Jews henceforth shall be prohibited 
from settling outside of towns and vil- 
lages except where Jewish settlements 
already exist. Jews are prohibited from 
trading on Sunday and Christian holi- 
days. The regulations only apply to gov- 
ernments wliero Je^s are permanently 
jipttlenV All contracts of purchase or ten- 
ancy wiih Jews are provisionally sus- 
pended* 

London May 23.— This being Derby 
week all eyes are turned ICpsomward. 

Public interest in the Derby is not so 
great as usual. 

Boston, May 21. — Hernia's London 
says: "I am able to give you uxclusive in- 
formation that the Parnell-Gladstono pro- 
gramme regarding pass-age of tjie new Ir- 
ish "n'jpfjsnrea is now' complete. Land 
league members have boon informed the 
progress of the repression of crime bill 
will determine the action of [the govern- 
ment regarding the arrears act. If they 
obstruct the lirst th» government will do- 
lay tho second. Gladstone's anxiety to 
get the crime bill through in somo form 
is explained by his vast'loss of ministerial 
popularity with the massessince tho Dub- 
lin inurdetymd he. hopes for rcoveryjby 
' this method. Hence the great concession 
to Parnoll's followers to induco them to 
iivojd pbstructfoti t'jial would surety do- 
ut'oy Gladstone's government'. 

Land League members are led to un- 
derstand that liberals will aooent theso 
amendments on condition that their op- 
position shall not hie of tho protracted 
order which usually characterizes Irish 
debate. Irish members will likewise in- 
t'roduco other amendments as a' matter of 
. course! but they wiH bo rejected. 'Their 
work will have the anpsarniifie of nuiiitl 
force, but will' ' he ' superficial. Land 
Leaguers will" take advantage of Glad- 
si one's weakness in Parliament to force 
passage of the arrears bill, and at (ho same 
tipie demand a cerfain reduction in coer- 
cive measures. Their opinion is that 
dissolution wiJJ Hpcpdjly follow the adejpl 
|lp» pf the new cperpryiii apt, and tjiey 
liope if tile Government splits on tho re- 
aqlt of tlijs measure, to secure its repeal. 
Members of thp libpraj party toll your 
correappndept tljat great dissatisfaction aa 
to tlie poljcy exists amqng radicals and 
torips. A tory said last night, Gladstone 
jnust speedily choose between these vfings 



of the party. They decline longer to be 
harnessed together. Nobody has faith 
in Gladstone's power now. 

Forster adheres to his belief in a strong 
Government. He says measures must 
however, be distinct and uncompromising. 
He denounced with bitterness the barga u 
with Parnell, and did not believe Ireland 
would receive any measure, conciliatory 
or otherwise, except inspirit. Tho Irish 
there regard friendly overtures as acknow- 
ledgements of weakness to their advant- 
age. Not while this exists can Ireland 
be safoly be governed by half-way mea 
sures, and it is unsafe for tho Government 
to undertake it. Tho liberal party has 
grave fears as to the result of the present 
policy. The ministerial crisis is far from 
passed. 

McCarthy says the League is willing to 
attain its cud by any moans and will help 
the liborals .while the liberals help, 1 relaudj 
Tt is more important to pass the arrears 
bill than hinder the prevention of crini 
bill, which Irish members could not hope 
to do more than check for a few weeks. 

The correspondent says: "1 under- 
stand Parnell went again to Paris yestei- 
day morning to consult with Davitt and 
Eagan, and is not expected back before 
.Monday. Other members of the League, 
momentarily estranged from him till the 
discovery of tho letter to O'Shea on 
which the Government bargain was based, 
have become reconciled and will work 
with him hereafter. 

London, May 21.— Michael Davitt, ad- 
dressing a mooting of Irishmen at .Man- 
chester, said nobody lamented the recent 
murders more than he, and nobody was 
readier to prevent such crimes in future. 
Ho declared that without the presence of 
police and military the property of Irish 
landlords would not be worth a month's 
purchase. There could be no alliance be- 
tween Irishmen and English whigs until 
landlordism was abolished. The govern- 
ment could not grapple effectually with 
the secret movement when it was made 
to appear such a movement was only for 
tho protection of a wronged people. If 
Gladstone was earnest in his effort to sup 
press crime ho must go to the source of 
all agrarian outrages and remove land- 
lordism j sweep away Dublin castle and 
show he could repose confidence in Ice- 
land, as in Canada. 

It is untruo that crape has been affixed 
to the residence of Cardinal McCabe and 
the representation of a coffin left on his 
doorstep. 

Seventeen houses were burned at Mid- 
dleton, County Cork, yesterday, and 70 
persons made homeless. 

Rev. Shehany hns returned to Kilinal- 
lock and received an ovation. 

A riot occurred to-day at Limerick be- 
tween the police and the people. The 
police chargod with fixed bayonets and 
several persons were injured. 

A groat firo occurred Sunday in the 
Jewish quarter of Koono. 

Spanish free traders have resolved to 
demand free importation of coroals and 
gradual reduction of customs duty. 

The appointment of Ool. Brackenburg 
as inspector general of the Irish consta- 
bulary, has been cancelled and Col. Bruce 
appointod. 

Leaders < f the league oppose Parnoll's 
contemplated resignation of his seat, 
though ho has strongly urged his desire 
to reside on the continent for some time. 

The government intends to permit tho 
coercion act to lapse from tho passago of 
the repression bill. 

A vessel at Queenslown reports picking 
up a boat marked "City of Limerick." 

Don't go to Paris. 

I have been in Paris two weeks this 
time, and I have seen more violent in- 
sults to Christian pioty and pagan purses 
than over could be found in tho Levant 
at this season of Lent. If you want to 
see your religion lampooned, your faith 
reviled, your Christian education outrag- 
ed, come to Paris. If you want your 
sons' and daughters' young oyos and ears 
contaminated by caricatures upon Chris- 
tianity and cries of "No God and no 
Master," come to Paris. If you want to 
sec vice on high, rampant in a "republic'' 
of "free thought" and nothotight, of atlte 
ism and deism, comn to Paris. ]f your 
love of "enjoyment" leads you towards 
impurity of manners and morals, come to 
Paris. If you seek a social reign nf ter- 
ror, with a Robespierre of infidelity and 
a Commune of ntm-Christianity, coino to 
Paris. \( you loye deinngogry and devil- 
try, come to Paris. If you want to be 
dragooned out of your dollars, corao to 
Paris. In a word, if you wish your mor- 
als to bo insulted and your money invoigl 
ed, come to Paris. 

If you desire none of these events — and 
most surely thuy are in readiness for you 
by theso "red Republicans" — go to your 
own summer-season mountain retreats, 
your own seaside scenes, where truer na- 
ture and less ar'tifjep await you. \ would 
implore American Christian parents to 
keep both thomsolvu-'i and children away 
from Paris, as Parissocially and politically 
is just now. Never mind what residents, 
couriers and cormorants horo say — thoy 
are familiarized with tho every- day scenes 
and cries, and heed them but little at any 
time — but take facts to forewarn and fore- 
arm you.

Tho faith 
that Puritans and ITugUonota died for iii 
here insulted violently, to-day, The lib- 
erty of conscience yliat Episcopalian lead- 
ers advocated is horo onslaved, outraged 
and spat upon in public, The riff-rafl of 
ruffianism, the sct»is calottes of commun- 
ism, unfurl a banner in the Catholic's face 
emblazoned with "N;o fjpd,, no ' Master," 
and, yell in/ their ears, '.'Down \yith 
Churches!" The. few pilgrims of piety in 
Paris, be (hey bound, towards tho Protes- 
tant or Catholic place of worship, are thus 
insulted and saluted. Indecent pasqui- 
nades against thp pulpit in genoral and 
the priesthood in particular are publicly 
hawked in, tlip atyppta tp the laughing dp-

White, an employe, into 
a League of Deliverance, the members 
of which agree to use no goods of any 
kind in the manufacture of which 
Chinese labor is employed. This fetl- 
ing also crops out in the letters of the 
customers of the firm from all parts of 
the state, the almost universal demands 
b.iing for goods made entirely by white 
labor. The experience of the lirm has 
b.?en that lirst-class goods canont be 
made by Chinese labor, and they gladly 
discharge the Chinamen to make room 
for white workmen. It is estimated 
that, there are fully 'J, 000 Chinamen 
nngagod in the manufacture of shoes at 
San Francisco.
